Revolution In Panama. 

After a conference between’ Pres!- 
dent Roosevelt and Secretary Hay 
Tuesday night an official message from 
Panama was given to the press <u.y- 
ing that independence. had beer ‘pro- 
claimed there and that the officers of 
the Colombian government had been 
deposed. A similar uprising had oc- 
curred at Colon. The cruiser Atlanta 
and training ship Dixie were ordered 
to Colon, where the--zeatoat Nashville 
already was stationed and had landed 
miarines to preserve order. The cruiser 
Boston was sent to Panama. It is 
known that the revolution is due to the 
failure of the Colombian congress to 
accept the canal treaty and that the 
rebels expect American sympathy and 
aid. 

The indefinite leave of absence grant- 
ed to the American minister to Co- 
lombia just at this time gains in sig- 
nificance as expressing our disapproval 
of Colombia's course.
